UAT BS a a 
Dear Sir: 


I have: your favor, of the 17th ult., 
regarding the United States entering the war. 


It was with a deep feeling of sat- 
isfaction that I read the letter, and appre- 
ciate the full import of it. Personally my 
feelings are naturally pro-Ally and always have 
been, but there were at the time of the commence- 
ment of the great war many people in this country 
who believed, to a certain extent, that the 
causes that brought on the Revolutionary War 
were still extant in England, and that this 
country ought at all times to stand against 
anything that England championed. This now 
has been changed, and I think that every Amer- 
ican who has the interest of his own country 
at heart now believes that the cause of England 
is the cause of liberal government and free 
institutions, rising above the ambitions of 
any particular power or country. It seems to 
me that the message of President Wilson is founded 
primarily upon the right to protect and upbuild 
these foundation stones of our liberty, and the 
liberty of every country in the world. 


I thank you sincerely for your letter, 
and also for the spirit in which it is written. 
No doubt this is a time of trial for my Alma 
Mater, whose sons are fighting on the battlefields 
of Europe in the defense of the principles for 
which we all feel pledged.
